PRELIMINARY TRIAL OF THE PRINCIPALS 
m THE MUSICK’S FERRY SHOOTING. 


The Defendants Before Squire Thro at 

Charles, Mo.—Sheriff Alien T 
Story of the Shooting at Kuhn’s Land- 
ing—How the Officers Were Ambushed 
of Justice Alhfeldt—Important Testi- 
mony of the Witnesses fer the Presecu- 
tien. ‘

Sr. CHARLES, Mo., June 29.— The prelimi- 
nary trial of the principals of the Musick’s 
Ferry shooting of May 80 last, John and Jaeob 
Kuhns, their brother-in-law, Louis Hunn, 
and one Henry Gerken, better known along 
the river as Water Ghost, charged sepa- 
rately and jointly with resisting arrest by 
Sheriff Robert ©. Allen of St. Louis County, 
and his deputies, ©. O. Gerret and 
Otto Alhfeldt, a volunteer, the murder 
of Alhfeldt and the wounding of 
Gerret and Henry Beckman, the boatsman 
who rowed the Sheriff and party across the 
river on the morning of the tragedy, came up 
for hearing before ‘Squire Thro yesterday. 
W. A. Alexander represented the defense, as- 
sisted by L. H. Breker, County Attorney O. 
J. Mudd, assisted by Prosecuting Attorney 
Warfield of St. Louis County, representing the 
State. 

Sheriff Alien was the first witness called for 
the State. His testimony was in substance as 
follows: 

On the th ult. armed with a warrant for the 
arrest of the defendants, charged with steal- 
ing the borse-power ferryboat belonging to 
Capt. Schmidt, witness left Olayton about 4 
p. m., accompanied by Gerret, his regular 
deputy, and Otto Alhfeldt, a volunteer, and 
Justice of the Peace at Clayton. The party 
proceeded that night as far as Monohan’s 
near Musick’s Ferry: Securing the services 
of Henry Beckman and Charles Rogers 
as oarsmen and pilots, the party 
left the next morning at 4 o'clock, 


crossing the Missouri River and landing about 
700 yards below Kuhn’s Landing, where the 
terryboat was tied up. The party re-entered 
the skiffand rowed within 300 yards of the 
8 boat.

The Sheriff went to arrest 
Louis Hunn, who was in bis cabin a short 
distance back and opposite from where the 
ferry was tied up. Alhfeldtand Gerret went 
on to make the arrest of Gerken on the boat, 
Beckman crepe ne a little back of Alhfeldt.

„Jam the Sheriff of St. Louis County and 
havea warrant for your arrest,’’ which he

GRAZING ALLEN’S LEFT CHEEK. 
Hunn then retreated into the cabin and began 
firing from a shotgun and his pistol. Sheriff 
Allen sawthe mouths of the two shotguns 
pointing out from the window of the cabin of 
the ferry, which he believed were discharged 
in the May | that followed 80 un- 
expectediy. A happened so quick 
that §Sheriff Allen had not time 
to draw his revolver to protect himself. Re- 
her benind Hunn's cabin and shieldin 
himself by keeping the cabin between him an 
the firing party he made his way tothe skiff. 
Just then Beckman saw him and said, ‘‘lam 
shot.’’ Allen told himto retreat. Beckman 
took a few steps and dropped down, but man- 
aged to getup and walk to the skiff. Allen 
looked about for Alhfeldt whom he left a short 
distance before the firing took place, a little 
below him, and between him and the boat, 
but not seeing him he came up to where 
Schmidt and Rogers were, telling them to get 
Beckman and take him home across the river, 
ashe was shot. After two unsuccessful at- 
tempts to hire a conveyance from a farmer 
near by, who in fear refused, he at last came 
to one who brought him to this place, where 
he swore out a warrant against the prisoners 
now in court. 
GERRET’S TESTIMONY. 

Charlies C. Gerret was then called. His 
statement was the same as Sheriff Alien’s up 
to the oom of the arrest. Gerret n 
and sald to Gerken, who was on the bow of 
the ferryboat, some twenty odd steps away: 
lama Deputy Sheriff;throw up your hands. 
Gerken then lunged back toward the cabin on 
the boat and said: Let them have it now; 
shoot. Gerret heard two gunshots. Gerken 
had a pistol in his right hand. He saw no one 
but Gerken on the boat. Gerret retreated 
back to a small tree and from behind it fired 
two or three times at Gerken, but finding him- 
self wounded in the right arm twice, once 
each in the left shoulder and * — thigh and 
stunned from a ball in the forehead between 
his eyes and pains from his wounds, he felt 
light-headed. He wandered up to a house, 
which he afterwards learned was Mrs, Kuhn’s. 
He washed and bathed his wounds, telling the 

eople he was shot and was A rey to die, and 
nformed them where he lived. A Miss Kuhn 
and a darkey named Bud James placed him in 
a wagon, took him toaskiffand rowed him 
across the river. From there he went to 
Florissant and then home. 

BOATMAN BECKMAN. 

Henry H. Beckman was calied, but his state- 
ment varied very little from that of Alien and 
Gerret.

. d—— you, and I bave a right to 
shoot you!’’ And with that Hunn fired 
at him, the shot taking effect in his bowels. 
Beckman said: ‘‘Hunn, you have shot me.

Justthen Alhfeldt, who was fifteen steps to 
his right, between the cabin and the ferry- 
boat, called to him, saying: ‘‘Oh, my God, I 
am shot;’’ and reeling fell to the ground.

HRONEK NO MORE, 


The Brutal Wife Murderer Hanged at St. 
Joseph, Mo., To-Day. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPpaTca. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 29.—Peter Hronek 
was hanged to-day at 1p. m. for the murder 
of his wife on April E, 1887. The pris- 
oner has borne up bravely and denied 
any intentto commit the crime. He rested 
easily last night, and arose this morning at 6 
o’clock, ate a light breakfast, and 
after receiving religious consolation, 
was conducted to the scaffold, accompanied 
by his religious advisers. He preserved 
his firmness to the last, exhibiting only slight 
symptoms of weakening. After the usual 
preliminaries the trap was sprung at 1:10 
p. m. In seven minutes Hronek was pro- 
nounced dead, and his body cut down and 
taken to the cathedral of Sts. Peter and Paul. 
He will be buried by the side of his wife in the 


Polish Cemetery. 
HRONEK’S CRIME. 

The crime for which Heinck was han 
was the murder of his wife, committed April 
17, 1887. He had accused her of intimacy with 
a man living in the same house, had fre- 
quently threatened to kill her. On this day, 
while intoxicated, he purchased a revolver 
and went home about 8 o’clock tn the evening. 
Without a word of warning he fired at his wife, 
the shot taking effect in her breast. He im- 
mediately fired a second shot, which 
penetrated her brain. When arrested 
he declared that he me killed 
her because of her infidelity, though he 
later disavowed all knowledge of the murder. 
An indictment for murder in the first degree 
was found against him and his case was tried 
at the June term of the Criminal Court. He 
was found guilty and sentenced to be hanged 
August 17. 

The case was taken to the Supreme Court on 
a writ of error but not passed — — 
until April of the present year, when 
the finding of the court below was affirmed 
and Hronek sentenced to be hanged on June 

At his request Gov. Morehouse granted 
him a respite of one week and fixed the day of 
execution for June 29. 

Hronek was about 82 years old. He wasa 
Bohemian and came to this country 
ten years ago. Six ears after 
his arrival he sent to ohemia for 
his wife, whom he had known from childhood 
and on her arrival they were married at 
Easton, Mo. Until within a few weeks of the 
murder they had lived happy and had a child, 
a little girl, 2 years of e, whe since the 
tragedy has been cared for by a former neigh- 
bor of the murderer.

A TOUR OF IN “OF INSPECTION. 


THE HOUSE AND COUNCIL TAKE A PLEAS- 
ANT CARRIAGE DRIVE TO-DAY. 


Headed by Mayor Francis and the Charity 
Commissioners, They Visit the City Insti- 
tutions to Investigate the Report of the 
Last Grand-Jury—The Result at the City 
Hospi al—Visit to the Insane Asylum—At 
the Other Institutions—Scenes and Inci- 
dents of the Trip. 


This was a grand day for a carriage ride, 
even with such an alleged chamber of horrors 
as the Insane Asylum or the Poor-house fora 
destination, and over a score of members of 
the Municipal Assembly and other officials as- 
sembied at City Hall about 9 o’clock, prepara- 
tory to making the most extensive junketing 
tour undertaken since the proposed route of 
the Merchants’ Terminal Railway was exam- 
ined. Since the Grand-jury made its sensa- 
tional report concerning the condition of the 
city institutions and the deplorable state into 
which they had been allowed to fall through 
carelessness on the partof the revenue dis 
bursers, the subject bas been a 
good deal discussed by nearly every one but 
the actual members of the Council and House. 
Comptroller Campbell’s sentiments are well 
known, andthe respective chairmen of the 
Ways and Means Committees of both houses, 
Messrs. Blakely and Stone, have been pro- 
nounced in expressing their conviction that 
the Grand- jury went off at halt cook.“ 

However this may be, interest in the re- 
port was suddenly developed this morning, 
the very good proportion of 
delegates assembled being in response toa 
resolution introduced in the House and 


concurred in by the Council the other even 
ing, that a special trip be made by such mem- 
bers of the Assembly as were desirous of going 
to the various institutions whose condition is 
alleged to be so disgraceful.

Hon. James T. Beach of St. Joseph, Mo., 
who has been Secretary of the State Republi- 
can Committee only a little over a month, has 
already distinguished his administration. 
It Secretary Beach has simply been 
used a8 a catspaw as his indulgent friends 
are inclined to think, he has not as yet been 
able to introduce this defense. Mr. Mat G. 
Reynolds, who is Gen; John B. Henderson’s 
persona! friend, puts Mr. Beach in the unen- 
viabie attitude which he now occupies by giv- 
ing publicity to the following letter, written 
under the official letterhead of the State Re- 
publican Committee:

This letter was receivea by Mr. Reynolds 
from Mr. Beach’s hand, but nothing was said 
about the matter until an attempt was made 
by Delegates Dyer, Morsey and Parker, per-

Gen. Henderson knew noth- 
ing about it until he was called upon bya 
newspaper man at Ohicago and questioned 
concerning it. He then came to me and asked 
me what I knew about such a request. I told 
him that I had received a letter from Jas. T. 
Beach, writing as Secretary of the State Com- 
mittee, asking me to secure for him $5,000 for 
campaign purposes. ‘ 

‘‘As far as any statement Imade at Se- 
dalla concerning Gen, Henderson's willingness 
to contribute to the campaign fund is con- 
cerned, I can say I only stated whatI was 
authorized to state.
